Discovered in London about 15 years ago, this amazing Iron 2 Kopecks was brought 
to Russia in 2002 by Chicago-coin dealer Alexander Basok. Representing the coin's 
owner, Mr. Basok brought the coin to be examined by the State Hermitage in St. 
Petersburg and the State Historical Museum (SHM) in Moscow. Both institutions 
expressed the opinion that the piece is genuine, struck with the identical dies and 
identical edge as the Copper 2 Kopecks. In a detailed Expert Conclusion signed by 
V.V. Uzdenikov and I.V. Shiryakov, the SHM opined that this coin was struck as a 
pattern. Neither institution had previously known of the production of such pieces. 
This coin was then presented at the Annual Pan-Russian Numismatic conference in 
Pskov in 2002 and elicited great interest. As a result, M.I. Smirnov, Director of 
Archives of the St. Petersburg Mint uncovered a document dated 1915, which states 
that 7 coins were struck in iron in that year and were to be transfered within the 
departments of the Mint. The document did not specify as to denominations and 
respective quantity. 

Heretofore unheard of in Russian numismatics, this pattern coin offered here 
illustrates a very important development in Russian coinage, a change that was not 
uncommon in other European coinages of the time. As with other countries 
embroiled in World War I, Russia saw the need to change coinage in copper -- a 
much needed metal for the war, to iron. The obscurity of these Russian patterns, 
though, and this one in particular attests to their extreme rarity. And thus unlike 
other warring European nations at the time, the change from copper to iron appears 
to have barely been even at an experimental trial stage in Russia and not even 
short-lived but ephemeral.
